The 1968-69 Rebel football team finished the sea- 
son with a 6-3-1 record. The Rebels opened with a 
20-6 victory over Carrabelle. The next week the 
Rebels’ conference hopes were crushed by state- 
class “‘C”’ Champions Aplachicola 20-0. Led by 
Curt Davis with 3 T.D.’s, Wakulla bounced back to 
down a young Bristol team 37-6. 


In perhaps Wakulla’s most exciting game, the Reb- 
el’s lost to Chipley 7-6 in a driving rain. Never be- 
fore had the Rebels so completely dominated a 
game and yet lose. Chipley was held to 86 yards 
total offense, to a whopping 240 yards for the Reb- 
els. The lone score for the Rebels was made by 
Billy Ray Sanders, which climaxed a 60 yard drive. 
The game ended with Wakulla on Chipley’s one- 
foot line with 2-downs left in the game. 
Chattahoochee’s homecoming was spoiled by a 
come-from-behind-tie by Wakulla. Trailing 14 to 
7 at half-time, the Rebels roared back to tie the 
game and to miss, once again by inches, sacking 
another victory.
